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SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  THE  Citizens  of  Hancock 

The  School  Board  would  submit  the  following  report  of  school 
work  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1917. 

Central  or  No.  1  School.  The  work  in  the  three  schools 
in  this  building  has  been  carried  on  along  the  same  lines  as 
those  existing  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  We  have  been 
fortunate  enough  to  retain  the  same  teachers  as  the  preceding 
year  and  consequently  felt  assured  from  the  start  of  having 
satisfactory  work  accomplished,  which  has  been  the  case.  We 
very  much  need  a  small  room  finished  off  on  the  second  floor 
for  books  and  supplies,  as  all  the  surplus  stock  is  kept  in  this 
building.  We  are  asking  for  enough  money  in  our  item  for 
repairs  to  do  this  work. 

No.  2  School  After  the  close  of  this  school  in  June  last, 
the  number  of  pupils  being  only  eight,  the  Board  began  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  bringing  them  into  the  Central  school. 
This  we  finally  decided  to  do  if  it  could  be  accomplished  for 
the  same  amount  as  it  cost  to  run  the  school.  We  succeeded 
in  doing  this,  engaging  Mr.  Fred  Eaves  to  do  the  work  for  eleven 
dollars  per  week.  We  feel  it  is  a  gain  for  those  pupils  to  receive 
the  superior  advantages  of  our  Central  schools. 

No.  3  School.  This  school  has  continued  under  the  in- 
struction of  Miss  Annie  Welsh,  one  of  Hancock's  teachers  of 
experience,   and   has   made   commendable  progress. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  present  is  only  seven  and  we  suggest 
the  advisability  of  bringing  that  school  also  into  the  Centre, 
more  especially  as  a  new  law  to  be  enforced  the  coming  year 
in  relation  to  out-houses,  would  necessitate  the  expenditure 
of  at  least  fifty  dollars  at  this  school. 

No.  4  school  ceased  to  exist  so  long  ago,  that  even  the  site 
of  the  old  school  house  is  now  known  to  but  few. 

No.  5  School.  No  school  has  been  maintained  here  for 
about  twenty  years.  The  building  is  very  small  and  of  an  ob- 
solete type.  It  also  needs  immediate  repairs.  As  the  owner- 
ship of  this  building  is  an  open  question,  the  Board  earnestly 
recommend  the  disposal  of  this  building  in  some  way. 

No.  6  School.  No  school  has  been  maintained  here  for 
about  eighteen  years,  and  no  prospect  for  an  immediate  need 
of  one.     The  building  is  of  good  size  and  in  a  pleasant  location. 

No.  7  School.  This  is  our  largest  outlying  school  and  the 
prospects  are  that  the  number  of  pupils  will  increase  rather 
than  decrease  for  some  years  to  come.  This  school  opened  in 
the   fall    under    the   instruction    of   Miss    Leona    Pinkham,    who 
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resigned  at  the  Christmas  vacation.  Her  place  was  filled  by 
Miss  Viola  Rose  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  who  is  doing  good  work. 
The  grounds  of  this  school  are  the  most  beautiful  and  pleasant 
of  any  in  town,  and  the  building  of  good  size.  One  half  of  the 
roof  has  been  shingled  and  slate  black-boards  (taken  from  No. 
2)  put  in  during  the  year. 

No.  8  School.     A  good  sized  building  now  standing  idle. 

No.  9  School.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were 
only  three  pupils  in  this,  two  of  whom  at  the  end  of  school  year 
in  June  had  completed  the  elementary  course,  thus  leaving  only 
one  pupil.  As  it  was  not  practicable  to  run  a  school  under  such 
conditions,  the  school  was  not  reopened  in  September.  A  sug- 
gestion was  made  to  have  this  one  pupil  attend  No.  3  school 
2  1-5  miles  distant.  This  not  being  satisfactory,  he  was  assigned 
to   the   Central   school. 

We  have  continued  in  the  same  supervisory  district  that  the 
beginning  of  the  year  found  us  in,  and  have  retained  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  L.  S.  Morrison  as  Supervisor.  We  consider  our- 
selves fortunate  in  so  doing.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  THE  School  Board  of  Hancock: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report. 

The  record  for  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  ex- 
cellent, even  though  an  epidemic  of  colds  seems  to  occur  each 
February,     The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  all  the  schools  last 
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February  was  75%,  for  June  99%.  It  seems  clear  that  any 
child  unable  to  attend  for  a  time  loses  not  only  the  instruction 
during  that  time,  but,  since  the  courses  are  continuous,  he  only 
partly  comprehends  what  is  Being  done  for  at  least  an  equal 
time  after  his  return.  1  have  estimated  the  average  efficiency 
of  our  schools  in  February  at  60%.  This  means  that  for  each 
dollar  expended  then  we  get  only  60  cents  in  return  compared 
with  what  we  get  in  June  or  September.  This  constitutes  an 
economic  loss  to  the  community.  As  a  remedy  the  Thanks- 
giving recess  might  be  omitted,  Christmas  holidays  might  last 
only  one  week,  and  the  schools  might  keep  until  the  last  of 
June.  1  realize  fully  that  the  teachers  and  pupils  enjoy  the 
holidays  and  would  wish  to  spend  them  with  friends.  The 
services  of  older  pupils  also  have  some  value  to  the  parents  in 
June.  Considered  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  educational 
welfare  of  the  children  these  changes  would  be  desirable. 

The  District  has  been  fortunate  to  retain  the  services  of 
experienced  teachers,  and  the  work  is  going  along  smoothly 
in  consequence. 

The  new  State  Program  of  Studies  calls  for  training  in  wood- 
working for  the  boys  and  in  Domestic  Arts  for  the  girls  in  the 
upper  grades.  Some  provision  should  be  made  soon  for  this 
instruction  if  we  continue  to  keep  step  with  the  progressive 
communities  of  the  State.  Scholars'  supplies  have  advanced 
in  price  until  they  cost  approximately  three  times  as  much  as 
they  did  when  I  became  Superintendent  in  this  District.  A 
similar  increase  in  the  allowance  of  money  for  the  same  becomes 
imperative. 

Standard  tests  have  been  worked  out  and  published  under 
copyright  by  leading  educators.  These  have  been  given  to 
thousands  of  pupils  and  thus  the  average  ability  of  each  grade 
has  been  carefully  determined.  It  would  cost  approximately 
$50  to  purchase  the  materials  needed  for  this  town.  After 
these  tests  have  been  given,  it  would  be  possible  to  say  definitely 
just  what  are  the  strong  and  the  weak  subjects  or  grades  and  to 
remedy  the  weaknesses  as  far  as  possible.  Without  such  tests 
it  is  possible  for  your  superintendent  to  generalize  and  approxi- 
mate but  not  to  measure  with  scientific  accuracy. 

It  has  been  truly  said  that  a  community  will  have  as  good 
schools  as  it  really  desires,  i)ut  no  better.  The  interest  of  the 
citizens  of  Hancock  in  the  schools  is  shown  by  the  large  number 
of  visitors  to  them  and  by  the  generous  financial  support  of  the 
District.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hancock,  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs 

You  are  here  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said  Han- 
cock, on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing.
